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WhW^ The Graduate? 

IN THE editorial columns of one of our 
* contemporaries from below the line ap- 
, pears an interesting article on the ques- 
tion of graduate relief, stating that one of 
the nation's most serious economic prob- 
lems at the present time is that of its un- 
employed college graduates. 

Then, heaping Pelion upon Ossa, the 
ï^j^v éiditorial goes on to state that in 1933 
^ alone, 1,500,000 graduates were "turned 
out" by American collégés and univérsities, 
of ^yhich only 15 per cent have so far suc- 
ceeded in obtaining jobs. Furthermore 
, these, few fortunates have obtained their 
ggi^^ns through the medium of 'pull;' In 
comparison Ave might say that Canadian 
Universities graduated at the same time 
a number in the neighbourhood of 6,600. 
Assuming that the population of Canada

"slimilar percentage applying to the Uhited 
States comes to about one and a quarter 
per cent. It would follow that the prppor- 
tion of gi'aduates in a community of one
